Milling Company, 
both of whom are Americans, were ar- 
rested on similar charges yesterday, and 
Consul Letcher. is looking after their 
interests. It is asserted that the men 
are entirely. innocent.

WASHINGTON, April 2. — Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo, Secretary_of 
Agriculture Houston, and the Controller 
of the Currency, John Skelton Williams, 
constituting the Organization Commit- 


tee of the new Reserve Bank System, 
announced to-night that under the terms 
of the currency law of Dec. 23, 1¥13, 
they had divided'the country into twelve 
Federal reserve districts; and nad desig- 
nated-a city in each district for the :o- 
cation of a Federal réserve bank. 

The cities designated as locations for 
the Federal reserve banks areas fol- 
lows: District No. 1, Boston; District 
No. 2, New. York}. District.No. 3; Phila- 
delphia; District No, 4, Cleveland; Dis- 
trict Ne. 5; Richmond, Va.; District No. 
6, Atlanta, Ga.;- District No.: 7, ° Oni- 
cago; District No. 8, St. Louis: Dis: 
trict -No,’:9, Minneapolis: District -No. 
- 10, Kafisas City, Mo.; District No. 11, 

DaHas, Tex. Dee ist No. 12, San Fran- 
cisco. 

The next step iimeta putting the flew 
banking and currency system into ef- 
fect will be the nomination of five per- 
sons, who with the Secretary of. che}: 
Treasury: and the Controller of the 
Currency;*.will constitute the. Federal 
Reserve Board. It is éxpectea that 
President Wilson will sendthese nomi- 
nations to the- Senate early next week. 

The. organization committee @xércised 
to *the-full the discretion vested in it 
te divide*the country into reserve bank 
districts: In the organic law it is pro- 
vided that there shall not be fewer 
than. eight districts -nor. amore than |

“phie aét provides. thatthe détermina-: 
tion “of the Organization” Committee as 
to the location of the Federal reserve 
baSks “shall not be subjeet to review 
except by the Federal Reserve Board.” 

if there is any dissatisfaction with 
the action of the committee it can only 
be remedied by the Federal Reserve 
3oard soon to be formed. The law pro- 
vides that “the districts thus created 
nay be readjusted and new distr-ets 
may from time to time be creaied by 
the Federal. Reserve Board, not to ex- 
ceed twelve in all.” 

The Organization Committee may, at! 
any time, notify every national bank 
in the different districts to subscribe to 
the capital stock of the Federal reserve 
banks. ‘Within thirty days after such 
notice they must make such subscrip- 
tions to the extent of 6 per cent. of 
their paid-up capital stock and surplus. 
Under the law one-sixth of this is to be 
paid. on ‘call of the Organization Com- 
mittée,~ one-sixth within taree months, 
one-sixth within six mionths. and the 
remainder ‘“‘shall be subject to call 
when deemed necessary by the Federal 
Reserve Board, said payments to be in 
gold or gold certificates.” 

The intent and purpose of the authors 
of the law was to require “the banks 
Which become members of the system 
to pay in cash only one-half the amount 
of their stibscriptions during: the first 
six montis, following the first call. “he 
authors of the bill did not believe that 
the other half of th esubscriptions ever 
would be called for except in an émer- 
gency.

YOUNG NIXON OUT OF YALE. 


Son of Shipbuilder Withdraws After 
Arraignment for Assault: 
' Spectal to The New York Times. 





Nixon, a junior of the Sheffield Sci- 
entific School at Yale, son of Lewis 
Nixon, the New. York shipbuilder, waa 
arraigned in police court this morning 
charged with having assaulted’ Edward 
H: Everit, chief engineer of the South- 
ern New ‘England nate te Company, 
on Oct, 22, 83. The case was con- 
tinued to April 10. 

After a conference with Director Chit- 
tenden of the Sheffield Scieritific School 
Mr. Nixon withdrew his son from the 
university. 

The assault- on. Everit occurred on 
Whitney Avenue aftér a wine supper 
at the Hotel Taft. The telephone man 
was struck on the héad with an iron 
bolt and almost killed. Nixon -and a 
chan it appeared, had asked Everit for 
a match. He paid:-no attention to the 
students and, according to his story, 
théy followed him and struck him down.

identity. ® young man was not ar- 
rested to-day; and a: report was current’ 
that he. had left the ‘university. No 
charge will be brought against him in

She ‘knows that Americans are the 
most practical people in the world, and 
she has made a special study in this 
direction with-a view to introducing 


the latest practical methods into her.

"“ The Queen herself is a practical 
hurse, and personally tended the sick 
and wounded during the war. She 
maintains three private hospitals .of 
her own. She has written to Robert 
College, Constantinople, 
four of the cleverest Bulgarian girls 


being educated there be sent. to- her, 


and she will take them-to Ameri¢a 
with her and place them in a school 
for nurses. She is also pinning’ to 
take back several American nurses to 
Bulgaria to act as teachers, because 
there are now no trained nurses there. 
She. will be accompanied by several 
leading Bulgarian physicians, who will 
study hospital work. She is. particu- 
larly anxious to\see (the private hospi- 
tal and operations oft the famous Mayo 
brothers of Rochester, Minn.

Keen Contest for His Present Place

No word had been received yesterday 
at the Public Service Commission office 
regarding the date when Surrogate 
George M. S. Schulz would qualify as. 
Commissioner in place of John E.. Eus- 
tis. It was pointed out that he would 
have legal business.to clear up before 
resigning his present office, and would 
require until the end of the week to 
clear his desk for his successor. 

Meanwhile it was learned from a close 
friend of the Surrogate that hé had not 
yet finally decided whether he would 
accept the Commissionership, 

‘It would not surprise me,’’ he said, 
“if the Surrogate preferred to 
where he is after all, in spite of the 
salary of $15,000 a year attached to the 
Commissionership. You see, he will 
draw $10,000 a year for six years as 
Surrogate instead of $15,000 a year for 
five years in the commission, so that 
there is only’ a ‘difference of $15,000 be- 
tween the two offices. ’ 

‘‘Then the Surrogate is a lawyer by 
training, and has had considerable 
judicial experience as a Magistrate and 
in his present office. His friends know 
well that his ambitions are in the ju- 
dicial line, and that he has great hopes 
that he may be elected to the Bronx 
Supreme Court before long. Merely 
from the point of view of money such 
an appointment, carrying a salary of 
$17,500 for fourteen years, ‘is very much 
better than a Public Service Commis- 
sionership, and once: he had gone down 
town and had te face all the difficult 
transit questions, he would be likely to 
be considered out of the running for 
judicial preferment and might lose some 
of his present friends. 

“Moreover Surrogate Schulz prefers 
the quiet life ot the Bronx to the rush 
of downtown, and although. he has ap- 
peared before the commission on many 
transit matters, he is more inclined to 
deal with legal.questions than the com- 
plicated business problems which are 
the main work of the Public Service 
Comumiissio.’ 

Surrogate Schulz’s determination will 

not be based on purely rsonal 
rounds. He is much more likely to re- 
use the new st if.he can obtain as- 
surances from Gov. Glynn that he will 
nominate for the place a resident of the 
Bronx. Failure to obtain such a4 prom- 
ise resht not Pe ma the Surrogate to 
qualify as a Commissioner, but he un- 
doubtedly would feel freer to follow his 
own inclinations if it was given to him.

have been unable to hold property, en. 
ter business, seek employment, or ob- 
tain separate passports without the 
consent of their husbands. There was 
no remedy against a reprobate hus- 
band except by divorce, which was 
costly and difficult to get. 

“Efforts were made in vain for 80 
years to introduce legal separation, 
The Holy Synod would not counte- 
nance what it regarded as an insid- 
fous onslaught on the sacred bond of 
matrimony. 

“The present law is bie the nature of 
a&. compromise, inasmuch as, owing to 
the opposition of the Holy Synod, ‘it 
is impossible to give a legal status 
to separation, but only to recognize 
it as a fact. The new law provides 
that married women separated from 
their husbands shall enjoy full lib- 
erty of movement and the enjoyment 
of property. Even if they are minors 
the courts have no power to order 
the restitution of conjugal rights. 

*‘ Cruelty to children, rudeness, vio- 
lence, dishouesty, immorality, and 


dangerous or loathesome illness will 
be sufficient to cause separation, and 
the husband in such cases will be 
compelled to provide alimony. The 
care of the children will be awarded 
to the injured party.” -

Every reasonable 
opportunity has been afforded applicant 
cities to furnish evidence to support 
their claims as’ locations for Federal 
Reserve banks. .

Believed to Have Foundered with — 
170 Men, Reported’ Safe.

ST.:JOHN’S, N. F., April’2.—In a bliz- 
zard. which swept down,upon the segling 
fleet. off the Newfoundland coast on 
Tuesday sixty-four hunters. from the 
steamship Newfoundland perished on the 
ice ds in the Straits of Belle Isle, 

a"nineteen others have not been ac- 
counted for. Thirty-seven men of the 
crew known to have been rescued after 
the storm had abated probably will lose 
hands or feet, or both, or be maimed 
in.some way or “other. 

_The steamship Southern Cross, which 
it was feared had been lost with her 
crew of 170 men off the south coast; 
was reported to-night safé at Channel. 

Each vessel of the sealing fleet carries 
from 150 to 270 men; and fi vessels 


have been engaged in the hunt this 
season among the ice floes near Belle 
Isle Strait. The crews are sent out 
each morning to kill the seals and drag 
tliém to their respective ships or pile 
them in heaps -where the vessels can 
get them as they thread their way

LONDON, Friday, April 3—The pos- 
sibility that a keen-witted American 
has been trying to take advantage of 
the Ulster unrest is suggested by @ 
dispatch from The Daily Chronicie’s 
Copenhagen correspondent in refer- 
ence to a cargo of rifles on board the 
German steamer Fanny, the destina- 
tion of which has provided consider- 
able speculation, being variously given 
as Ulster, Mexico, and South America.

It was only a 
prison of paint and canvas, though, for 
the diners were guests at the annual 
dinner - of the’ Legislative Correspond- 
ents’ Association.

Armed guaras, mounted on sentry 
Doxes, reviewed the guests as they en- 
tered the outer corridor.

They 
were admitfed to the banquet hall 
through a barred gate. 

Twenty-four uniformed convicts, led 
by a keeper, lock-stepped their way to 
the Governor’s table and* pleaded for 
their “‘ rights.”’ 

“For years and years,’’ their spokes- 
man said, “‘ we have been doing our 
best, Governor, to make this. a model 

rison. Tc-night we feel that we almost 

ve attained perfection. We are all 
crooks, .hieves, nd burglars, and we 
believe tnat our honest gfforts to uplift 
the institution should have some recog- 
nition from you. Why, oh, why, Gover- 
vor, do you insist on sending politicians 
dewn here to disrupt our good work 
anu tear down all we have.built up?’’

ARRESTS THREE ON A TRAIN 


Detective Rose Saw Them Jostle a 
Man Whose Purse Was Taken. 


» Detective Rose, recently assigned by 
Deputy Commissioner Rubin to run 
down.a gang of. pickpockets operating 
on the. Williamsburg Bridge, was. on 
watch shortly after 6:30 o’cl last 
night at the Hssex Street station when 
fe saw in the big crowd hurrying by 
@ group of four men whose movements 
attracted his attention. 

Following them -he saw one of the 
four, conspicuous because of his height, 
brush up against a workman. The tall 
man’s companions surrounded him_ so 
that Detective Rose could not follow 
their movements closely, but what he 
did see caused: him to go after the men, 
who jumped ona train just as it. was 
piling out. The guard tried to prevenr 

ose from getting on, but opened the 
door for him when hé showed his badge. 

The detective. found the workman 
who’ ‘hat been jostled just inside the 
car. When asked if he had lost any- 
thing the man felt in his hip pocket 
and: exclaimed: 

“ Yes, I’ve Jost my pocketbook. There 
was only $5 in it, but it was all I had.” 

The tall man stood near. Rose placed 
him under arrest, but the pocketbook 
was not. found on him. A woman pas- 
senger told the detective that she saw 
the. prisoner ‘throw something on the 
floor. The pocketbook was found there. 

Rose went through the train, and with 
the aid of several citizens placed under 
arrest two others of the group of four. 
He found the third just as ‘the train, 
which was an express, was running: by 
the Marcy, Averue. station. The man 
guessed the detective’s intentions and 
jumped off the moving train and got 
away. 

The three prisoners were brought back 
to the Delancey Street Station, where 
they described themselves as Adolph 
Thorner, 27 years old, of 240 Eldridge 
Street; Jacob Weiner, 20 years old, of 
24 Delancey Street, and Jacob Scholost, 
20 years old, of 25 Delancey Stret.

MANY CITY PENSION PLANS. 


Mayor’s Committee Hears Views of 
Department Employes. 


The Mayor’s Committee on Pensions 
held another hearing yesterday at the 
City Hall to allow the general public 
and city department emypiwyes to offer 
suggestions for the establishment of a 
general pension system for all city em- 
ployes. There were a dozen speakers 
an no two agreed upon any ‘particular 
plan. 

Lawrence A. Cavo, of the Brooklyn 
Borough President's ‘office, suggested 
that employes, after 25 years’ service, 
be pensioned providing they” were 55 
years of age. If an employe served 
after he was 55 years old and had pu 
in the 23 years’ seryice;.two. per cen 
of his salary should be added to his 
pension for every year after the age 
imit of 55 years. Mr. Cavo thought 
the entire pension fund should be con- 
tributed by the city and that the em- 
ployes should not be required’ to give 
any of their salary to the fund. 

Stephen J. Whitlock, of the Board of 
Education, thought that one per cent of 
the employe’s salary should be taken 
for’the first ten years, two per cent 
for the next ten years, and ree r 
cent for the remainder. of his service, 
employes to-be retired after thirty years’ 
service at not more than one-half their 
salary for the last three years, or not 
more than $1,200 9 year nor: less than 
$600 a year. Ht* suggested that. the 
age limit be placed at sixty years and 
that after twenty years’ service em- 
ployes should be retired for physical ot 
mental incapacity.

**I desire to state to this committee as 
a State officer,’’ said Mr. Bensel, “ that 
I am here to give it any information 1 
can, but that I regard it as an insult 
that I should be asked to waive immu- 
nity. Until I fully decide upon my 
course, I shall not say whether I will 
or will not consent to waive immunity. 
As I see it, after a conference with the 
Attorney 
no right to make such a request of me.” 

‘We will not proceed with you as a 
witness unless you sign tnis waiver,” 
said Chairman Sullivan. 

‘“*Did Attorney General Carmody ad- 
vise you to refuse to sign?’ Assembiy- 
man Jones asked. 

“JT say his advice is that you have 
no right.to ask any State officer to 
waive immunity in a proceeding like 
this.”’ replied Mr. Bensel. 

‘“*Do you realize that, under the law 
if anything has occurred in the way of 
a conspiracy or other offense against 
the State to which evidence may point 
to you as a party, if you were called 
here and gave testimony without waiv- 
ing immunity, that would discharge you 
from the possibility of any  prosecu- 
tion?,’?

Until a serious experiment of this 
sort has been tried, it is folly to keep 
on saying that the Mexican people are 
not fit for self-government. In spite 
of the Constitution of 1857, and the 
efforts of many liberators, the masses 
have been living under a modified 
feudal system, shut off from the right 
to own farms and work them for their 
own profit. Peonage has been. the re- 
sult and’ peonage “has been the 
cause of the national discouragement. 
HvErRTA has gone to the root of the 
matter. A land tax is the first-essen- 
tial step toward peace and good feel- 
ing in Mexico. Artesian wells driven 
on any of the now arid northern lands 
will serve to make them fertile, and 
the agricultural possibilities of Mexico 
are not to be questioned. 

There is no immediate promise, how- 
ever, of putting Hurrta’s plan into ef- 
fect. 








THE CITY’S BOND SALE. 
Taxpayers will hear with relief that 
the forthcoming $65,000,000 of New 


York City bonds will be issued on the+~ 


old-fashioned method. of a long-term 
security with a sinking fund, instead 
of a short-term bond. with ‘serial re- 
demption. Ten-year bonds, with addi- 
tions to the budget: sufficient to pay 
them in .equal annual installments, 
would be a sad burden-for realty, al- 
ready overtaxed meérely to pay inter- 
est. It is true that the calculations 
show an.econcmy of interest by the 
serial-payment plan. It, needs no ar- 
gument to show that ten years’ inter- 
est is less than fifty years’ interest. 
But there is no reason why this gen- 
eration should pay both principal and 
interest of permanent improvements 
in order that posterity; which does 
nothing for its ancestors, may get for 
nothing what it. troubles the city to 
pay for now. But while the long- 
term bonds are necessary, and are as 
welcome as any bonds can be, there 
may be some regret that the method 
proposed for the. short-term issue

THE EARLY TROUT SEASON. 

In signing the Jones bill, which 
opens the season for brook trout to- 
morrow, the first Saturday in April. 
instead of April 15, Gov. Guynn has 
struck a blow at flyfishing, one of 
the cleanest outdoor sports. More 
than that, he has struck at the whole 
principle of protecting the State’s 


game, and for the sake of benefiting

The reform should begin, or be most 
vigorously cond@icted, on the Jersey side 
of the Hudson.

SAY MRS. THOMPSON 


General Appraisers Rule Against 
Former Miss May. Van 
Alen. 


HUSBAND'S RESIDENCE HERS 


Lived in England with Her Father, 
but Marriage to Griswold Thomp- 
son Mcde Her American. 


Mrs. May Van Alen Thompson, wife 
of Griswold Thompson of this city, and 
granddaughter of the late Mrs... William 
Astor, is a resident of this country, ac- 
cording to. a decision by the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, 
handed down yesterday. Mrs. Thomp- 
son, who, before her .marriage to Mr. 
Thompson in England on Sept. 24 last 
year, was well known in society. as Miss 
May Van Alen, daughter of James J. 
Van Alen, raised the question of her 
citizenship when she arrived from Eu- 
rope three weeks after her marriage. 

She arrived at Boston on the steam- 
ship Arabic on Oct, 16 last with about 
$5,000 worth of jewelry, and wearing 
apparel. Many of the articles were wed- 
ding presents. She told the Boston cus- 
toms officers that she considered her- 
self a foreign resident within the mean- 
ing of the tariff law, and therefore 
nrivilexed to wig in her personal ef- 
fects duty’ free he customs men de- 
murred, claiming that as she had. mar- 
ried an American citizen, she became 
such herself, and that her. effects, in 
excess of the $100 limit provided by 
law, were subject to duty. 

Mrs. Thompson thereupon paid the 
duties under protest, and engaged James 
F. Curtis to present her case to. Secre- 
tary McAdoo. A hearing was given at 
Washington, following which some of 
the articles were decided not to be dutia- 
ble. Mrs. Thompson then appealed to 
the Board of General Appraisers for a 
reversal of the Collector’s action at Bos- 
ton in regarding her as a. resident of 
this country and levying duty on her 
belongings. Mr. Curtis argued in be- 
half of Mrs. Thompson’s claims, while 
William L. Wemple, Assistant Attorney 
General, maintained that by her mar- 
riage Mrs. Thom eppen ceased forthwith 
to be a non-resident and became an 
American citizen. Mrs. Thompson tes- 
tified that while she was born in the 
United States her home was with her 
father in England, and that, although 
she freqnently came to this country for 
sojourns in New York and Newport, 
she had always considered herself a for- 
eign resident, and had so declared her- 
self to the customs officials, who passed 
her effects free of duty. 

Judge Hay, in his decision for the 
board, affirming the.action of the Bos- 
ton officers, holds that the residential 
Status, like the political status of a mar- 
ried woman, follows that of her hus- 
band. In short, a woman whose hus- 
band is a resident of the United States 
is also a resident of this country under 
the existing tariff laws. The decision 
says that the residence of the husband 
becomes that of the wife instantly upon 
the celebration of the marriage cere- 
mony. It is pointed out that.a woman 
who is a resident of England becomes a 
resident of the United States imme- 
diately upon her marriage in that coun- 
try to a man who is a resident of the 
United States. 

The decision holds further that resi- 
dence may be changed by commencing 
to remove from one country to another 
without intention of returning. Judge 
Hay cites the case of Mrs. Florence S. 
Bache, wife of Jules S. Bache, the 
banker, of -this city, who maintains an 
apartment in Paris, where she spends 
much time, although her husband has a 
residence here occupied by her when in 
New York. When, this. case was be- 
fore the board it héld her effects to be 
dutiable’ as. a resident of this ‘country ~ 
by virtue of the fact that the status of 
@ married’ woman was the status of her 
husband since they live in amicable re- 
lations. The Court of Customs Appeals 
later affirmed the board’s interpreta-" 
tion of the revenue laws. 

Judge Hay says that Mrs. Thompson 
ceased to be a resident of England in 
any event at-the moment she began her 
return to the: United States, and that 
at the same time she ceased to be a 
non-resident and. became a resident of 
the United States, because having en- 
tered into the marital relation with a 
resident of the United States and begun 
her removal thereto she, by her own 
act, constituted herself a resident of this 
country, 

‘* While there seems to be no decided 
“case in this country fixing the exact 
time when the residential status of: a 
married woman becomes that of her 
husband, treating the word ‘ residence’ 
as synonymous with ‘ domicile,’ as we 
think we must in this case,’ says the 
decision, ‘‘the English as well as the 
French law seems to have been fairly 
well settled for many years. 

“While we have traveled far since the 
learned French jurist (Demolombe) laid 
down the rule that at the instant of the 
celebration of marriage the wife passes 
under the power of her husband and 
céases to a certain extent to pave: 3 a 

ropriam personum, our progress 8 
been forward and not backward. While 
under the law of most of. the States of 
this country a married woman is in 
many respects a feme sole, with most 
of the powers of independent legal ac- 
tion that she had before the celebration 
of marriage, we have not sought to dis- 
turb the family relation. 

“The institution of marriage has been 
the central point from which. Christian 
civilization has evolved. Advancing 
with the progress of that civilization, 
the woe of adjudication in the 
United States*as well as in England, 
has been to fender even more secure 
that sacred relation. So long as the 
marriage relation. remains what it is, 
the residence of the husband and wife 
‘must be the same except when that re- 
lation be dissolved either by law or by 
agreement. 

“As society is now and has ever been 
constituted, the husband is the provider 
and the head of the family. While that 
condition continues his home .is_ his 
wife’s home and in contemplation of the 
| statute here under consideration, his 
residence is her residence. We there- 
fore reach the conclusion that Mrs. 
Thompson by virtue of her marria to 
a resident of the United States and de- 
parting from England to take up a 
residence with him, became a. resident 
of the United States, and was such See 
her arrival-at Boston on Oct. 16, 1913. 
The pr ts are, therefore, overruled.”’

Two suits were begun against the 
Shubert Theatrical Company in the Su- 
Ppreme Court yesterday, one brought by 
Alexander Engel and Julius Horst and 
the: other by..William G,.

A MIXED MASS MEETING. 


Labor Unions and |. W. W. In Union 
Square To-morrow. 


Ernest Bohm, Secretary of the . Cen- 
tral Federated Union,~which will hold 
@ mass meeting at Union Square at 
4 P, M. to-morrow to enlist the sym- 
pathy of the unions here on behalf of 
the striking copper miners at Calumet, 
Mich., said ‘last night that Joseph 
Cohen, a meéember-of the Unemployed 
Defense Committee of the Industrial 
Workers of the World and the an- 
archists, had:asked him if the I. W. W.: 
could take part in the meeting. Cohen 
said his committee had tried to get a 
permit for Union Square to-morrow 
afternoon, but the Cc. F. U. was ahead 
of them. 

Secretary Bohm said there was no ob- 
jection to the I. W. W. people coming 
so long as they behaved in an orderly 
and law-aviding manner and did not 
try to run the meeting.. Joseph Cannon, 
an official of the Western ‘Federation 
of Miners and a leader of the copper 
strike, will be among the speakers. 

It is believed that in view of the per- 
mission to attend given by Secretary 
Bohm the I. W. W. will be out in force 
on the occasion, and that its. leaders 
will try to be listed among the speakers. 

At a noon meeting in Printing House 
Square yesterday a young woman dis- 
tributed handbills, on which were print- 
ed large black flags, with the words: 

“Mass Meeting of ‘Unemployed, Sat- 
urday, April 4, 3 P. M: Union Square. 
Come to pr otest against the class ver- 
dict that railroaded Tannenbaum and 
ethers of our brothers to Prison.’’ Po- 
liceman John Shea of the Oak Street 
Station .arrested her on a charge of 
violating the city ordinance. Before 
Magistrate Levy in the Centre Street 
Court she said she was Louise Berger, 
28 years old, of 595 Tinton Avenue, the 
Bronx. Justus st Be who defended 
Tannenbaum, the I. . W. leader, ap- 
peared for her. 

Magistrate Levy decided that there 
had been a violation of the ordinance, 
but instructed the police to warn, in- 
stead of arresting, persons under such 
circumstances, for, he said, many of 
the violators were foreigners and were 
ignorant of the ordinance.

An Echo From Last Year. 

A year from to-day the annual re- 
port of the Panhandle will almost 
certainly contain a brief account of 
the recent storms that upset all ope- 
rating estimates. Last year’s report, 
issued yesterday, tells of the disastrous 
floods,which raised havoc with the Pan- 
handle in March, 1913. 
on.the 23d of that month, more than 
three months’ normal rain fell in less 
than three days over the northern 
parts of the drainage basin of the Ohio 
River and its tributaries. In the dis- 
tricts affected hundreds of miles of 
track were submerged, and bridges, 
roadbed and tracks were swept away. 
The. Pandhandle lines, crossing valleys 
that were made wide lakes, were se- 
riously damaged. Fifteen large bridge 
spans were destroyed and fifteen more 
badly damaged, which necessitated the 
construction of two and a quarter miles 
of trestle for temporary use, and 105 
miles ef track had to be relaid. The 
fleods caused a complete prostration of 
business for many weeks in some of the’ 
larger cities in the district and the 
loss in revenue to the railroad was very 
large, not only during the period that 


rthe lines were closed to traffic, but for 


many weeks afterward. -On the maip 
line the principal divisions were put 
out of service on March 25 and ser- 
vice was not completely restored until 
April 13. The floods caused a total ex- 
penditure of $1,800,000 just to put back 
what had been there before.

A Lull in Brokerage. 

It was so quiet in Wall Street yester- 
day that the shouts of the men at work 
on the new Morgan building: could be 
heard from Trinity. Church to the Hast 
River. Everybody said that there ought 
to be business—and that there certainly 
would be business just as soon as the 
Interstate Commerce board saw its duty 
—but there was not enough trading to 
keep more than a small proportion of 
the clerks in the stock and bond houses 
busy.

Officers of mining companies in the 
Lake Superior copper region say the 
strike has entirely played out and that 
labor is plentiful.

‘ern “Federation of Miners, and there is 
occasional evidence of friction over the 
re-employment of men who took out 
union cards when the strike was on. The 
companies are not in a position to in- 
crease their forces to the size they were 


5| before the trouble began, for the reason 


that there are many repairs to be made 
after the long suspension. It is not ex- 
pected that operations will be at full 
capacity until Spring is well advanced.

Europe’s Demand for Copper. 

Europe continues to take American 
copper on a heavy scale. In conse- 
quence, the skepticism recently heard in 
some circles of the trade about copper 
exports has considerably abated. There 
were many who maintained when huge 
shipments of the metal were reported 
from day to day in March that little 
copper sent abroad was for immediate 
consumption. The argument was that 
most of it was going into storage, to 
relieve a dull market of its presence. 
Copper producers say frankly that large 
quantities of copper undoubtedly have 
gone into stocks abroad, but they point 
out that the persistent flow from this 
side means a great deal more than an’ 
increase of supplies in Europe. The 
reflection of a real manufacturing de- 
mand was given yesterday in a frac- 
tional increase of the price for electroly- 
tic in London. At the same time, the 
quotation at this ‘centre remained at 
145% cents.

No Talk Heard of Wage Cuts. 

Although the steel mills have -been 
working far below capacity ‘since ‘the. 
middie. of last morith, there is no talk 
of impending wage reductions. -In many 
plants the men are: working on. part 
time, and this has relieved pressure on 
pay schedules: A leading factor in the 
maintenance of wages, however, is the 
attitude which employers have taken 
toward the matter. They realize that 
wage. reductions -tend to décrease effi- 
‘clency and bring about the disruption 
of a competent staff of men. For the 
same reason employers think long be- 
fore taking any drastic: measures dur- 
ing a. strike, such as evictions from 
houses furnished by the company. The 
training of a proficient force of men is 
a task difficult enough to insure fore- 
thought in responsible quarters.

NEW BAILEY WILL TRIAL. 


Justice Tompkins Sets Aside Verdict 
for Contestants. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., April 2.— 
The verdict of the jury in the Supreme 
Court setting aside the will of the late 
Mrs. Ruth Louisa Bailey, who inherited 
$5,000,000 from her husband, James A. 
Bailey, the circus man, was set aside by 
Justice Tompkins to-day. In a long de- 
cision he. finds that the verdict was 
contrary to the evidence and grants a 
new trial, which may tie up the estate 
for ry | months. The contest was 
brought by Mrs. Anna Isabel Hutchin- 
son, a sister of Mrs. Bailey, who in- 
herited $10,000. a year for life. 1f the 
verdict of the jury had been upheld she 
would have been $500,000 richer. 

Justice Tompkins in his decision says: 

“There is no proof of the exercise of 
any undue influence by Joseph ' T.: Mc- 
Caddon, nor do the circumstances justify 
such an inference. 
conclusion that the verdict is clearly 
against the weight of evidence on the 
question of undue 4nfluence, and that it 
cught not ty stand. To find undue in- 
fluence, under the circumstances of this 
case, would be mere conjecture, or 
speculation, or the possibility that it 
may have been used by McCaddon from 
the fact that he had a motive and an 
orportunity, by reason * of his confiden- 
tial position, to exercise it. 

“*It was only natural that Mrs. Bailey 
should select her brother, who had been 
previously connected with her husband’s 
show business, to manage and direct her 
affairs, after her husband’s death. lL 
fear the jury undertook to do this in 
this case what juries often undertake in 
actions of this character, namely, to 
make such a will for Mrs. Bailey as 
they thought she would have made, dis- 
regarding altogether her right to make 
it to suit herse}f.’

CHICAGO TRACTION PROFITS 


Two Railroad Companies Pay First 
Installment of $1,000,000 to City. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, April 2.—Receipts of 
$1,000,000 as the first installment of the 
city’s share of traction profits to Jan. 
81, 1914, was announced to-day. The 
payment was made in the form of two 
certified checks, one of $600,000 from 
the Chicago Railways Company and 
one of $400,000 from the Chicage City 
Railway. 

The amount to be added to the city’s 
traction fund this year, according to 
an estimate presented by the surface 
lines, will be $2,831,912. This is an 
increase of 000 over the payment 
made in 1913. 

The total amount in the traction fund, 
following the completion ott this year’s 
payment, will be $13,704,974.

When,.the second deck concourseuand 
the main waiting rooms-of the Jersey 
Central. passenger terminal in’ Jersey 
City are.opened to the public next. Sun- 
day, the reconstructed building -will be 
completed. The new building provides 
easy access to the upper decks of the 
ferryboats by means of electric escala- 
tors. Stairways have been’ eliminated 
and the second deck is reached from the 
train level by inclined runways. These 
improvements will allow passengers to 
leave the. ferryboats in half the time 
required hitherto. 

The train yard’ is to be doubled in 
size immediately and the switching 
system will be improved. The new yard 
will extend almost a mile away from 
the terminal and will occupy the sites

Leaf from His Sum-Book Brings 
$230 at Lambert Auction, ; 


A.leat from the sum book of Abraham 
Lincoln brought $230 at the William #, 
Lambert sale by the Anderson Auction 
Company yesterday. .One side of the 
leaf. is entitted i‘ Simple Interest _Ex- 
amples” ‘and the other side “ ‘Simple 
Interest.” Eleven examples and two- 
rules are in. the autograph of Lincoln. 
William H. Herndon, his law partner, 
obtained several pages of this sum 
Book from’ Lincoln’s. stepmother, and 
in turn presented them to his friends. 

A political letter by Lincoln to H. C, 
Whitney, was bought by Charles W. 
Moores of Indianapolis ap $230. It is 
dated Springfield, July 9, 1 and re- 
fers to the obtaining of the Republican 
nomination by Owen Loyejoy, the Abo- 
litionist, over Leonard’ Swett. In the 
letter Lincoln says:
